Newton was convicted after 
a nine - week trial of being 
responsible for the death of po­ 
liceman John Frey in a Negro 
neighborhood last Oct. 28 The 


trial was highlighted by allega­ 
tions of white racism. 
Superior Court Judge Monroe 
Friedman passed sentence after 
denying motions for a new trial 
and for release on bail. 
Charles Clary, detense attor­ 
ney for the man who founded 
the Black Panther Party, said 
he would appeal the case to 
the U. S. Supreme Court. 
Gary protested the denial of 
bail, saying the appeal would 
take 18 months to 2 and one-half 
years.

Kaufmann Oct 7 in Santa Rosa. 
Mulkey said he was prepared 
to tell the officer he had seen 
Sommerhalder shoot Kaufmann 
and. along with other Grim 
Reapers, rape Kaufmann s 19- 
vear-old date early Oct. 7. 
“ But John came in and 1 just 
clammed up.” he said. Later 
that night, he said, “ Johnny 
Sommerhalder tried to kill me." 
Mulkey recalled arriving home 
in Santa Rosa at about midnight 
and stepping into his living room 
to be jumped by Sommerhalder, 
Who was hiding behind the door. 


KNOCKED DOWN 
Mulkey was knocked to the 
floor. When he looked up, he 
said, the room was filled with 
his fellow Grim R e a p e r s , 
gathered to watch a beating. 
“ John told me there were 
certain things the guy in the 
club didn’t want to get out and 
that they were going to make 
certain they did not get out. 
“ He said he was going to beat 
on me and then each member of 
the club was going to get a 
chance at me afterward. He said 
I was going out of that room 
feet 
first.” 
Mulkey 
recalled 
yesterday. 
“ He beat on me. 1 was up and 
down quite a few times. When I 
was on the ground, he kicked 
and stomped me all over my 
body. He was wearing boots,”

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RAFFERTY: He Made Monkeys Out Of Pollsters

The week before the 1962 
g e n e r a l election, statewide 
polls showed Dr Max Rafferty 
trailing Dr. Ralph Richardson 
by five percentage points in 
t h e i r r a c e for state

On election day. Rafferty 
whipped Richardson by 4 4 per­ 


centage points. 
The week before the 1968 
Republician primary, the polls 
showed Rafferty trailing Sen. 
Thomas Kuchel by six percent­ 
age points. 
On election day. Rafferty 
beat Kuchel by 3.2 percentage 
points. 
Why were the polls so far 
off? 
"Because the pollsters in 
California are flagrant liars.'* 
Rafferty says. "Their polls are 
phony, stupid and rigged ” 


RIGGED** How? Why? By 
whom? 
"1 don't know and I don't 
care.’* Rafferty says. "1 just 


know my 16-year-old daughter 
could give a more accurate 
prediction of an election than 
they do." 
Rafferty's p e r s o n a l ex­ 
perienced notwithstanding, the 
two statewide polls — con­ 
ducted by Don Muchmore and 
Mervyn 
Field 
— 
have 
a 
generally a c k n o w l e d g e d 
reputation for accuracy and in­ 
tegrity. and it would seem 
s o m e t h i n g 
other 
than 
deliberate 
misrepresentation 
must lie at the heart of their 
drastic miscalculations in Raf­ 
ferty's campaigns. 


The most o b v i o u s ex­ 
planation is that Rafferty, in 


1962 and again in 1968. unleash­ 
ed a torrent of last minute 
newspaper advertising, televis­ 
ed speeches and personal ap­ 
pearances that had their major 
impact after the polls were 
completed. 
Rafferty 
— 
for 
all 
his 
mistrust of the Muchmore and 
Field polls — does not discount 
the science of polling entirely 
He commissioned a private 
poll himself early this year to 
determine "what issues the 
people wanted to hear discuss­ 
ed.” The poll indicated the 
voters were most concerned 
about Vietnam, crime, racial 
unrest, federal spending and 


neighborhood schools. 
Concentrating 
on

issues in the primary with the 
traditional 
ultraconservative 
stand — and running against 
an incumbent whose lackluster 
campaign Rafferty says still 
bewilders him — the state 
superintendent swept into the 
Nov. 5 general election. 


"RAFFERTY

"He clubbed me to death

"He even got 
away with screaming that cer­ 
tain patriots and songs and 
quotations had been purged 
from California schoolbooks by 
the progressives when all the 
things he cited were in the 
very books his own district was 
using” 
Progressive 
education 
— 
which 
Rafferty 
defines 
as 
education whose "primary goal 
is to teach the child to adjust 
rather than to learn, to get 
along rather than to strive" — 


was introduced in America 
almost a half-century ago by

"St, John Dewey and his 
disciples.”

Stockstad. acting chairman since 
Knemark’s Aug. 30 resignation, called 
it quits because lie said it was im­ 
possible to submit a list of 
14 
nominees for seven directorships. This 
twent right back to those strange in- 
gredients.

WHEN PLANNING for the new 
‘'fairgrounds 
was 
begun, 
th e 
supervisors figured a new organization 
should be created, rather than turn 
the operation over to the board of the 
long-successful Marin Art and Garden 
Fair. 
No county department was in ex­ 
istence that seemed suitable — 
although conflict has since arisen 
between Fair-Marin and the county 
parks 
and 
recreation 
department 
because of some overlap of authority. 
Other boards of supervisors, on set­ 
ting up a county fair, have appointed a 
fair board, 
which 
has functioned 
within the county structure as parks 
and recreation commission, planning 
commission, etc., function. 
This, however, was too simple for 
the Marin supervisors. They were 
tired of tested recipes. They wanted 
I innovation.

in this case an ad hoc committee to 
plan how to manage the fairgrounds 
and its. fair. 


EVEN SETTING UP the committee 
became a headache (or stomach ache). 
Just about every organization except 
the Tamalpais Stamp Club and the 
Myasthenia Gravis Foundation wanted 
representation, it appeared. As finally 
set up. the committee had about 100 
members. 
This oversize committee toiled long 
and wordily and finally proposed that 
a non-profit corporation, called Fair- 
Marin. he created with seven directors 
to be named by the committee. 
The 
supervisors 
at 
this 
point 
reasserted themselves. They said they 
would name the seven directors, but 
the committee must nominate 14 from 
whom to select. Further, they said that 
although 
Fair-Marin 
would 
be 
a 
separate entity as a non-profit cor­ 
poration, the board of supervisors 
would hold its purse strings. 
That was last year. 
Seven temporary directors were 
subsequently appointed. Four of them 
are left on the Fair-Marin board: W. P. 
Duhamel. Gary Bauer. Thomas Foris, 
and Mrs. T. J. Me Watters. But their 
terms are expiring. And Fair-Marin. 
with its four directors and its members 
carried over from the ad hoc com­ 
mittee, cannot come up with a slate of 
14 nominees for staggered three-year 
terms in the permanent organization. 


H O W THE SUPERVISORS, or 
anybody else, can expect Fair-Marin to 
efficiently manage a fairgrounds and 
auditorium and stage a county fair 
under

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T .lo create a style in art or music is, in any day or age, 
a difficult problem in creativity. Pablo Picasso has been an 
innovator of styles and methods throughout his life. He is 
a legend in the art world who is still at work. 
Born in 1881 in Malaga, Spain, he mastered the realistic 
technique by age 14 and. at 16, was running his own studio 
in Barcelona, where he had dropped out of the School of 
Fine Art. 
His work ranged through "periods", when one overall 
theme or color highlighted his efforts. His "blue’' period 
was when he was impoverished and just settling in Paris* 
His "rose" period was when he began to find success and 
associated with talented people in other fields, such as 
Gertrude Stein, the writer. His "African" period, by 1907, 
was when he worked with primitive and archaic art of the 
African tribes. . 
In 1908, he and Georges Braque produced works which 
came to be known as Cubism, based on simultaneous view­ 
ing of one object from many points of view. It was a new 
expression and, even as painters around the world emu­ 
lated it, Picasso entered his "classic" period, marked by 
figures of monumental proportions. 
Just prior to World War II, he touched surrealism, that 
art which depicts the happenings of the unconscious mind, 
but he moved away from such a style. During the War, de­ 
spite Nazi condemnation, he continued to produce his 
sometimes horrifying distortions of his subjects, but never 
in a surrealistic sense. 
Afterward, he entered into the “found objects" period, 
making art from whatever came to hand. This led to the 
study of folded sheet metal creations. 
Even as he worked on one style he created works in 
another, producing in one "period" of effortmore material 
than some artists create in a lifetime.
